She failed from Jamaica the 25th 
of October, in company with fix other veflels for Britain, and 
was convoyed through the Windward Paffage by the Fox fri- 
gate. Off Tulcar the was attacked by the ‘Terror of Old Eng- 
land privateer, of 26 guns, and 130 meg; and, after a brave 
defence of three hours, itruck, in which Captain Jordan, the 
mate, and fix hands, were killed, and a number woundéd.— 
The privateer put on board 12 French and Irihh, under the 
command of the noted Kelly, an Irifhman. But it coming to 
blow very hard, after trying thrée days, in vain, to beat out, 
they delivered the yeflel yp to the remainder of the crew, who 
brought her in to Lochryan, where fhe was taken pofleflion of 
by a Liverpool letter of marque; who claimed falvage, pillaged 
the cargo, and put on board a ptize-malter.—On Friday morn- 
ing fhe was drove from her anchor, and ‘arrived that evening at 
‘Greenock, in a fhattered condition.
